If the French report is, in fact, 
the secret, the Soviet space probe 
leaves the track with the neces- 
sary velocity to enable it to get 
into the planned orbit without the 
drag of a first-stage weight.

Blasts Rip 


Microwave 
Stations 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah (AP) 
— A series of mysterious explo- 
sions, which officials called sabo- 
tage, shattered three unattended 
telephone microwave and cable 
relay stations in western Utah and 
extreme eastern Nevada Sunday. 


National Guard troops were or- 
dered to duty in three states to 
patrol other relay stations. 


The blasts caused a widespread 
disruption of many communica- 
tion facilities, including the na- 
tional defense circuit. However, 
this circuit has automatic controls 
which shift it to alternate routes 
when somethng goes wrong, and 
was quickly ‘back in service. 

FBI TAKES OVER 

FBI agents took charge of the 
investigation but hours later au- 
thorities said nothing had turned 
up. 

One blast blew out the top of a 
microwave station three miles 
west of Wendover, a town which 
is divided by the Utah-Nevada 
border. This blast ripped out 10- 
inch concrete walls and demol- 
ished the equipment. 


Similar explosions smashed a 
microwave station at Cedar 
Mountain, about 62 miles east of 
Wendover, and a cable repeater 
station at Knolls, about 41 miles 
east of Wendover. All three sta- 
tions are located in the Great Salt 
Lake Desert. Wendover is about 
125 miles west of Salt Lake City. 


TRAFFIC SHIFTED 


The blasts occurred sometime 
around 5 a.m. to 6:45 a.m. Much 
of the traffic handled by the re- 
lay stations was shifted to other 
facilities within hours.

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Youth’s Problems 
Need This Review 


Problems of the nation’s young people 
are being reviewed with deserved con- 
cern during this graduation period. They 
are being catapulted into a world of tu- 
multuous change and the pace is being 
accelerated. 


Dr. James B. Conant, one of the coun- 
try’s leading educators, called attention 
last week, for instance, to the growing 
number of jobless teen-agers. The rate of 
unemployment among youths is more than 
13 per cent, or double the national aver- 
age. That it is creating an explosive social 
problem is evident in the increasing rate 
of juvenile crime and delinquency. 


This same proportion of unemploy- 
ment probably holds true for Atlanta and 
other Georgia communities, as Dr. John 
W. Letson pointed out on The Constitu- 
tion’s WSB-TV Press Gallery program 
yesterday. It is attributable largely to 
lack of skills among those who drop out 
of school and among high school gradu- 
ates who do not attend trade schools or 
college. 


Dr. Conant reminds us there will be 
26 million youngsters entering the labor 
force looking for jobs in this decade—an 
increase of 40 per cent over the last. They 
represent “social dynamite,” he says, un- 
less the nation takes “bold and imagina- 
tive measures to help them vocationally.” 


Today’s chronic unemployment stems 
in large measure from the changing re- 
quirements in the work force. Yet oppor- 
tunities for the trained person in all of 
the professional, technical and related 
fields exceeds supply. Constant upgrad- 
ing and training to meet the demands of 
the national labor market are the reme- 
dial measures which must be applied. 

In our own state, 35,000 youngsters 
will be graduated from our high schools 
in the next few days. Not more than a 
fourth will go to college. What happens 
to the others is the “social dynamite” 
about which Dr. Conant spoke. Our per- 
formance in recent years leaves their fu- 
tures doubtful.

Speedup Is Welcomed 
On Interstate System 


Assurances by Wallace Jernigan, ad- 
ministrative assistant to Gov. Vandiver, 
that the State Highway Department is 
ready to make the big push to complete 
Atlanta’s expressway system and perime- 
ter route is indeed welcomed. 


Not only is it welcomed by Atlantans 
but by all users of the interstate highway 
system in and out of the state. Atlanta 
is the hub of that system and is thus e 
major traffic center for an entire region. 
A completion date of 1964 will be none 
too soon. 


A few weeks ago the U.S. Bureau 
of Public Roads completed a four-year 
study to help Congress decide whether to 
continue to invest the billions of dollars 
being spent on the 815,000-mile system of 
federal-aid roads. 


The Bureau concluded that every dol- 
lar invested in highway improvements 
returns more than three dollars in direct 
benefits to highway users. These benefits 
are measureable in accident reductions, 
reduced travelling time and reduction of 
vehicle operating costs. 


When motorists and truckers will 
gladly pay the equivalent of 20-23 cents 
per gallon in gasoline taxes to use toll 
roads, the reluctance of Congress to pass 
the necessary taxes to complete the inter- 
state system is hard to understand. 


Meanwhile, the speedup in the Geor- 
gia program should be followed through 
to the end that Georgia “‘will have a high- 
way system second to none in the South- 
east.”

Tax Reforms Siill 
Goal To Shoot For 


President Kennedy’s plan to grant tax 
relief to business is caught in a cross- 
fire which well could lead to its undoing. 

Some large organizations representing 
business oppose it on the grounds it does 
not go far enough.

Decision Hints 


Labor Controls 


WASHINGTON—From a Tennessee court- 
room has come a largely overlooked decision 
which signals some lift in the long hopes of rea- 


sonable men that big labor may one day be brought onliie some rea- 
sonable degree of control under the anti-trust laws. A federal court 
jury in Knoxville has found the United Mine Workers Union and trus- 
tees of its welfare fund to have joined with major coal companies to 


monopolize the soft-coal industry and 


of the mines. 

This peculiarly pally relation- 
ship involved old John L. Lewis’ 
old union and a sainted hero of 
the ubltra-liberals, industrialist 
Cyrus Eaton of Cleveland. Eaton 
has been ecstatic in his admira- 
tion of the Soviet Union and has 
been described as a “personal 
friend’ of Nikita Khrushchev. 

It seems, however, that at home 
he practices a most rugged ver- 
sion of “free enterprise.’’ Ac- 
cording to the Nashville Tennes- 
sean, which in six years of dig- 
ging by reporter Nat Caldwell 
provided the information on which 
the case was founded, union funds 
of nearly $40,000,000 were lent 
to Eaton to buy control of small 
mines and other facilities. 

No judgment of precisely this 
sort had ever before been re- 
turned against a national union. 
The decision—assuming it is up- 
held on appeal—will reduce the 
area of almost total immunity 
which big labor unions have long 
enjoyed. They are specifically 
exempted in the ordinary way 
from the anti-trust laws. 

What the Knoxville court has 
clearly said, however, is that 
this immunity does not cover 
them when they undertake con- 
spiracies with big business which 
are no proper part of any proper 
union objective — higher pay, 
shorter hours, and so on. 

There is nothing ‘‘anti-union’”’ 
or ‘“‘anti-labor’’ in this. Indeed, 


to drive small operators out 


fare funds to enter cozy ar- 
rangements with business leaders 
likely to decrease competition— 
and thus jobs. 

It may be that the Tennessee 
case will provide the means to 
eheck what the attorney general 
calls teamster boss Jimmy Hof- 
fa’s “evolving pattern’’ of giv- 
ing financial assistance to suffi- 
ciently tractable employers in the 
transportation industry. 

The attorney general, like 
nearly all moderate people, does 
not want the unions brought under 
the anti-trust act in any way that 
would remotely return the old 
“yellow dog” injunctions against 
legitimate union activity. But he 
does want the unions to be pre 
vented from perverting their priv- 
ileges into monopoly deals like 
the one in Tennessee. 

For years, the unions’ eco 
nomic power—the naked power of 
vast and swollen union treasuries 
and welfare funds—has grown 
too much, and too unchecked. If 
monopoly tactics, if arrogant 
misuse of power, are wrong when 
practiced by capitalists and man- 
agers, they are no less wrong 
when practiced by labor lead- 
ers.

Close Ties of U.S. 
‘Israeli Premier in N.Y:: 


Confers with Hammarsk jold

NEW YORK—Premier David Ben-Gurion hailed 
the United States Sunday “because of its leadership in) 
the family of freedom” and because of the close ties of | 
friendship between the American and Israeli people. | 


The _ white-haired, 
Israeli expressed these views in 
a statement he read at the New 
York International Airport fol- 
lowing his arrival from Canada 
in a Canadian military transport 
plane. Ben-Gurion had paid a 
four-day state visit in Canada. 


PRIVATE AND INFORMAL 


Soon after arrival, Ben-Gurion 
conferred with Dag Hammarsk- 
fold, secretary general of the 
United Nations. The two-hour dis- 
cussion, described as “private 
and informal,’ took place at 
Hammarskijold’s residence at 7 
East 73rd St. Michael Comay, 
head of Israel’s delegation to the 
United Nations, participated in 
the discussions. 


It was indicated that there 
was a general review of world 
problems, including those of the 
Middle East touching on Arab- 
Israel relations. 


BRIEFED ON AFRICA 


During the discussions — at 
Ben-Gurion’s request — he was 
briefed on general political con- 
ditions in Africa, including the 
Congo. It was learned that the 
Israeli leader and Hammerskjold 
discussed the Arab refugee prob- 
lems which is expected to be 
raised at the next United Nations 
General Assembly. 


Ben-Gurion will meet here with 
President Kennedy Monday. On 
Wednesday, Ben-Gurion will meet 
here with Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk. 

Recent reports from Jerusalem 
have indicated: that Ben-Gurion, 
during his meeting with Presi-« 
dent Kennedy, is expected to ask 
the President to propose to Pre- 
mier Khrushchev that the major 
powers issue a declaration recog- 
nizing the existing borders in the 
Middle East. 


The Israeli sources also indi- 
cated that Ben-Gurion may raise 
the subject of the continuing 
supply of arms to the Arab states 
by the Soviet-led nations. In this 
connection, the Israeli leader is 
expected to offer to subscribe to 
an arms embargo in the Middle 
East with the stipulation that 
Israel first attains what she 
would consider parity. 


At the aifport, Ben-Gurion said, 
in reply to a question, that he 
did not “expect any trouble in 
the Middle East.” 


Ben-Gurion is scheduled to de- 
liver his first major address Mon- 
day night in Philadelphia at a 
national conference of the Israel 
bond organization, and during 
his visit here will confer with 
leaders of major American Jew- 
ish organizations.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
flight engineers union has lost 
another round in its jurisdictional 


fight with the Airline Pilots As- 
sociation. 


The setback came when the 
Flight Engineers International As- 
sociation lost its right to repre- 
semt United Air Lines engineers. 


The ALPA won the UAL repre- 
sentation vote, 1,682 to 58. The 
National Mediation board an- 
nounced the results Saturday. 


The election was held over 
FEIA protests. Spokesmen for the 
engineers said the mediation 
board sounded the death knell for 


their union when it ruled that 
United’s pilots, co-pilots and engi- 
neers should be represented by a 
single union. 


Strife between the pilot and 
engineers unions led indirectly to 
the nation’s worst airline 
strike, in February.

WASHINGTON — The Navy has 
planned a 10-year program, cost- 
ing more than $900 million, to 
multiply by many times its cur- 
rent efforts in oceanographic re- 
search. 


The Navy plan appears to have 
been prompted by intelligence re- 
ports that the Soviet Union has 
been conducting what one mem- 
ber of Congress described as a 
“breath-taking” effort in ocean- 
ographic research.

Soviets Spy 
On Kashmir, 
Pakistan 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The So- 
viet Union is conducting exten- 
sive reconnaissance and mapping 
flights of the northern borders of 
Pakistan and Kashmir, it was 
learned from diplomatic sources 
Sunday. 


The high-flying photographic 
missions are similar to the Amer- 
ican U2 flights over the Soviet 
Union which ended about one year 
ago when Francis Gary Powers 
was brought down inside the 
U.S.S.R. 


Sources said the Soviet mapping 
effort began after Powers’ ill- 
fated U2 flight but has been 
stepped up in recent weeks. 


At the same time, Afghan 
forces along the Pakistan border 
have been conducting probes of 
Pakistani defenses. Several re- 
cent clashes have taken place. 


The informants said the Soviet 
flights also are being conducted 
over the frontier between Com- 
munist China’s Sinkiang Province 
and disputed Kashmir. 


The Pakistan air force is 
equipped with less than a dozen 
high - flying F102 Star fighters. 
But these have not been able to 
halt the Soviet spy flights.

The Navy plan calls for work 
in ocean bottom measurements 
and mapping, predictions of sea 
ice, currents and other factors 
affecting ship routing; military 
implications of acoustics, mag- 
netics and gravity in the oceans, 
and new shipbuilding for ocean 
studies. 


Rear Adm. E. C. Stephan, 
hydrographer of the Navy, testi- 
fied in a closed session before the 
House subcommittee on the work 
of the Navy hydrographic office. 
The transcript was subsequently 
released. 


Adm. Stephan said that his of- 
fice was interested principally 
in obtaining new data on the 
“shape and nature’”’ of the ocean, 
the currents in strategic areas 
around the world—the Arctic and 
Antarctic—and transforming these 
into charts to be used by navi- 
gators. 


MUCH GREATER DETAIL 
However, he went on, “‘it is not 


the bottom, but we have to know 
the chemical and physical proper- 
ties of the ocean because modern 
weapons systems, modern sub- 
marines, require this much great- 
er detail of knowledge.”’

I never know 
when to lead hearts or whether 
clubs are more valuable than 
diamonds. In cards that is. 

Then I held hands with a 
woman who wanted to knit. 
Hands marred by MS have no 
muscle controls. My steady 
hands placed over bars led to 
knit two purl two. 


Occasionally the patients — 
nearly all of them are in wheel 
chairs but a few can walk 
with a cane with the aid of 
somebody else’s strong legs, 
longed for a bit of outdoor 
sunshine though there was plenty 
flooding the inside of the center. 

But the day was pretty and 
I became a chair-chauffeur. 
How else would the chair people 
have gotten outside to admire 
and enjoy the fresh spring 
panorama of spring around the 
area? 

It was enough to whet the 
appetite too and before long 
the lunch gong sounded. I too 
was ready for a good luscious 
meal—which 1 later learned is 
brought by the volunteer work- 
ers each week.

Can 
tuberculosis be successfully 
treated at home, with progress 
monitored by some state or 
other agency?—M. D. 


consists of: 


1. Strict bed rest as long as 
either fever or hemorrhage oc- 
curs. After that, gradually in- 
creasing activity. 


2. Treatment for the germ itself. 
Usually the drugs are strepto- 
mycin, para-amino-salicylic acid 
(known as PAS) and _ isoniazid. 
These are used two at a time, be- 
cause there is a danger that the 
TB germ can develop resistance 
to one. If this occurs, a different 
pair of drugs is used. If there is 
resistance to all three, then we 
must resort to other drugs, such 
as pyrizinamide or cycloserine. 


3. Treatment is from nine to 12 
months generally. I fervently wish 
everybody in the world would real- 
ize and believe that a patient 
can’t safely be allowed to go 
home — for his safety and that of 
his family and acquaintances—as 
soon as he “‘feels better.” 


4. Surgical removal of a lung 
or part of a lung (parts that have 
been too severely penetrated and 
damaged) is wise, and sometimes 
necessary. Likewise, collapse of a 
lung (to let it rest) may be re- 
quired. Today, this is done by re- 
moval of ribs; injecting air into 
the chest cavity is seldom done 
now. 


5. Treatment of any other con- 
ditions, ranging from poor nutri- 
tion to diabetes, heart illness or 
other chronic troubles, is a must. 


6. And after treatment, the pa- 
tient must—and this is an im- 
portant must—be observed at reg- 
ular intervals. Under average cir- 
cumstances, even after good treat- 
ment, one patient in 20 will have 
a relapse. This must be discov 
ered at once. 


For the other questions: There 
is no single test that will give a 
“yes-Or-no answer” as to whether 
TB is present. But with whatever 
variety of tests may be necessary, 
you can depend on the ultimate 
answer being correct. Sometimes 
this involves tests to rule out the 
presence of other ailments that 
superficially are similar. 


A lung specialist would be the 
best qualified person to judge— 
but some lung specialists are out- 
standing X-ray specialists (radi- 
ologists) too—and both are diag- 
nosticians of high order. 


Most authorities agree that a 
hospital or sanatorium is the right 
place for TB until a case is under 
control. It could be done in the 
home—if the home has all the 
equipment, skills and conditions 
afforded by a hospital. But what 
home does?

“You can’t buy a bottle 
of beer while watching the 
Dodgers,” complained Grou- 
cho, speaking about the Los 
Angeles team and the Coliseum 
in which they play. 


The Coliseum is partly owned 
by the state and no alcoholic 
beverages are allowed. 


While Dodger fans are de- 
prived of their suds, Angel 
backers are getting their fill at 
Wrigley Field, where the latter 
team performs. 


“One of these nights, I'll be 
the only fellow in the ballpark 
watching the Angels,”’ said the 
aggressive Groucho, speaking 
of the less than standing room 
only crowd that the Angels 
have been getting of. late. 


100 SALOONS 
But, when he spoke of the 
Dodgers and the Coliseum, 


Groucho was less than charit- 
able to both the ball park, usu- 
ally used for football games 
and the team. 


“There are 100 saloons with- 
in about 200 feet of the Coli- 
seum,” claimed Groucho, over- 
stating his case.

being slaughtered. 


Whatever the case may be, 
beef is in extremely short sup- 


ply and things are expensive. 


While the peeple of Moscow

During the shortage my fam- 
ily is sending to Helsinki in 
Finland for meat, vegetables 
and greens. , 


Even adding the cost of trans- 
portation and the moderate 
Soviet custom charges, the pro- 
visions we have sent from 
Helsinki are about half the 
price and five times the quality 
of local food. 


The Soviets know that they 
cannot catch up to the U. S., 
their principal aim, as long as 
half their population is kept 
busy feeding the other half. 


The difference between pro- 
duction and productivity has 
caused the current Moscow 
meat shortage and brought 
another headache to Soviet 
planters.
